A NEW footbridge, 
designed to provide 
cyclists and pedes¬ 
trians with a safe 
route across the 
Bridgend Northern 
Distributor road, 
was lifted into place 
over the weekend. 

The bridge forms a 
key element of the infra¬ 
structure for the new 
£200 million Parc 
Derwen ‘village-style’ 
community, planned for 
the 200-acre site near 
Coity, Bridgend. 

The new bridge spans 
the A4061 dual carriage 
way and will provide a 
link between Parc 
Derwen and Litchard 

Funded by the Parc 
Derwen Consortium, 
comprising the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
Persimmon Homes and 
Taylor Wimpey, the 
£600,000 bridge was 
designed by Cardiff- 
based consulting engi¬ 
neers Parsons 

Brinckerhoff, and con¬ 
structed by Hirwaun- 
based Walters UK Ltd. 

The 2.5 metre-wide 
bridge, which has a 45 
metre span and weighs 
43 tonnes, was lifted 
onto specially-prepared 
concrete abutments 
using a 500 tonnes 
crane. 

The A4061 was 
closed to traffic during 
the lift.

Police hunt 
Pyle burglar 


POLICE are hunt¬ 
ing a suspected 
burglar who target¬ 
ed four addresses in 
Pyle early on 
Tuesday, April 20.

BMX track plans ‘could 
benefit Llynfi valley’ 


AN ambitious plan 
to set up a BMX 
track in Caerau has 
cleared an impor¬ 
tant hurdle. 

The Development 
Control Committee has 
voted to support the plan, 
but the final decision will 
be taken by the full coun¬ 
cil because the proposal 
is out of accord with the 
Bridgend Unitary 

Development Plan. 

Caerau Development 
Trust submitted the 
application to create the 
track for community use 
on part of the old 
Coegnant Colliery site 
behind Coegnant Road. 

The site has been 
reclaimed and formed 
into a series of level 
plateaux. The site has 
stood unused for many 
years. It will measure just 
over 100 yards square 
and the track will be laid 
out as a U within a U. 

There will be obsta¬ 
cles, 90 degree berms, 
staging pens, a start hill, 
plus parking and specta¬ 
tor areas. 

The track will be made 
of compacted stone with 
the start hill in tarma¬ 


cadam and there will be a 
seven-foot high fence 
around the track. 

Access will be via 
stiles to prevent it being 
used by motorcyclists. 

Up to 8,000 tons of 
clay sub soil will be 
required to complete the 
track, although some of 
this may be obtained on 
site. 

There are no plans for 
any buildings, although a 
container may be placed 
there to provide basic 
shelter and storage facili¬ 
ties. 

Access will be by a 
track from Coegnant 
Road. The track will be 
available to the public all 
day and every day, but 
will not be floodlit. 

Planning officer David 
Llewelyn said that the 
site had been allocated 
for employment purposes 
in the UDP so it was con¬ 
sidered to be a departure 
from that and has been 
advertised in the press. 

The site is owned by 
the council, and no 
objections were lodged 
by any residents or coun¬ 
cillors. 

Mr Llewelyn said that 
while the plan was out of 


accord, the site had been 
vacant for a considerable 
number of years and 
could be re-assessed with 
a view to bringing it back 
into beneficial use. 

Other land on the 
same site has been desig¬ 
nated for leisure so that 
could be re-designated 
for employment to make 
up for any shortfall. 

The BMX track would 
only occupy about one to 
one-and-a-half hectares 
of land, leaving 14 
hectares for employment 
and recreational purpos¬ 
es. 

Mr Llewelyn said, that 
given the minor nature of 
the proposal, it was 
unlikely to prejudice any 
plans for future mixed- 
use development of the 
site. 

He added that the 
prospect of this site being 
needed for employment 
use now, or in the future, 
was unlikely. 

The scheme could also 
have a spin-off for local 
businesses like shops and 
cafes. 

He explained that the 
scheme would also com¬ 
plement on-going regen¬ 
eration initiatives in 


Caerau and the upper 
Llynfi valley, especially 
the expansion of cycle 
tourism with links to the 
Afan Argoed and 
Glyncorrwg and their 
mountain bike trails. 

He added: “In this 
respect, the track is ideal¬ 
ly placed immediately 
adjacent to the cycle 
route. It is a complemen¬ 
tary facility which could 
benefit the whole of the 
Llynfi Valley.” 

This would be the only 
venue for BMX biking 
along the M4 corridor 
and would be a positive 
tourist development for 
the borough. 

Officers said that the 
site would be 65 to 80 
yards away from the 
nearest houses in 
Coegnant Road and 
Duffryn Place, and will 
be adequately screened 
and sufficiently remote 
not to cause any prob¬ 
lems with noise, distur¬ 
bance or visual impact. 

They recommended 
referring the application 
to full council as one that 
the development control 
committee is not dis¬ 
posed to refuse, and this 
was agreed.

A LEADING 
activist in 

Porthcawl has 
asked the town 
council to reconsid¬ 
er its attitude to vol¬ 
untary organisa¬ 
tions. 

John Berry, who is 
president of Porthcawl 
YMCA, wrote to the 
council about the way in 
which the tourism and 
events committee is 
being organised. 

This committee con¬ 
sists of councillors and 
representatives of out¬ 
side organisations. 

Mr Berry said that he 
had almost walked away 
from the committee but 
had decided instead to 
write to the council. 

He was referring to a 
decision taken by the 
council, without any 
consultation, to forbid 
organisations on this 
committee to send a sub¬ 
stitute if their usual rep¬ 
resentative was unavail¬ 
able. 

He described the deci¬ 
sion as “arbitrary.” 

His letter went on: 
“The town council over 
the last five years has 
pulled into itself more 
and more of the running 
of town events. 

“I vividly recall meet¬ 
ings of the T and E com¬ 
mittee where one almost 
fought for a seat because 
of the number of town 
organisations present. 

“We would leave such 
meetings, having made 
decisions, and every per¬ 
son present would go 
away with a task - very

little was left to the town 
clerk. The erosion of this 
principle has removed a 
great deal of goodwill 
between the town coun¬ 
cil and the voluntary sec¬ 
tor.” 

Mr Berry said that the 
decision to ban substi¬ 
tutes was creating an 
even greater void 
between the statutory 
and voluntary sector. 

He went on:“We are 
led to believe that the 
town council wishes 
good working relation¬ 
ships with the communi¬ 
ty - regrettably its 
actions belie that philos¬ 
ophy. 

“Such a rigid attitude 
does not work within the 
voluntary sector, and the 
lamentable lack of 
understanding by the 
town council augurs ill 
for the future. 

“I therefore request a 
reconsideration of this 
resolution towards a 
greater flexibility.” 

Mr Berry also asked 
the council to look again 
at the terms of reference 
of the T and E committee 
and he questioned why 
matters like the town 
council float in the carni¬ 
val were discussed there: 
“I do not see that this is 
the business of the com¬ 
mittee. 

“This is a matter for 
town councillors. I sus¬ 
pect if I were to ask the 
committee to set up a 
working party to advise 
the YMCA, or another 
organisation, on its float 
for the carnival, it would

The clerk, Alison 
Leyshon, said that she 
was not working for the 
council last October and 
it appeared that the letter 
should have been dis¬ 
cussed at the next admin¬ 
istration committee 
meeting, but did not do 
so. 

She said it had to 
come to the full council 
again because six 
months have elapsed. 

Coun Chris Smart, 
who chairs the adminis¬ 
tration committee, apol¬ 
ogised and said it should 
now be referred to that 


committee: “There is an 
issue about co-opted 
members. We cannot 
have co-opted members 
being replaced by others 
as they are part of the 
decision-making process 
and have to sign the code 
of conduct. 

“Working groups do 
not operate in the same 
way because they are not 
decisions makers. We do 
not have substitutes if 
councillors do not 
attend.” 

Coun David Deere 
said that a meeting 
should be held with Mr 
Berry and then the issue 


should be discussed at 
the administration com¬ 
mittee. 

Coun Gerald Davies 
said that a special meet¬ 
ing should be called 
before the council’s 
annual meeting in May. 

“When we form these 
committees at the annual 
meeting, we must take 
on board what the volun¬ 
tary sector is saying. 

“If the council is not 
doing things as effective¬ 
ly as possible, we can 
overcome those prob¬ 
lems. 

“We must arrive at a 
way forward before the 
AGM.”

Man’s sex attack 
conviction plea 
is thrown out 

A YOUNG Maesteg woman was “scared 
and frustrated” when she was indecently 
assaulted in a Bridgend club, Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard. 

Her attacker. Jack Davies, 24, of Tonypandy, had 
his appeal against a conviction by Bridgend 
Magistrates on a charge of sexual assault dismissed. 

He had been sentenced to a 12-month community 
order, ordered to carry out 100 hours unpaid work 
for the community, and directed to pay the victim 
(aged 19) £100 compensation and £200 court costs. 

He was also ordered to register as a sex offender 
for five years. 

The court heard that on June 26 last year, the vic¬ 
tim went with friends to celebrate a birthday to the 
Elements night club in Bridgend. 

As she crossed the dance floor and approached the 
bar, Davies, sitting on a stool, leant forward and 
squeezed one of her breasts hard. 

She became upset and as she left the spot, friends 
of Davies shouted insults at her and she was struck 
on the head by a hard object causing her to fall to the 
floor. 

She identified Davies as being responsible for the 
sex attack. 

He claimed he accidently bumped into her, after 
which she slapped him acorss the face. 

Davies said he had done nothing indecent but 
Judge Philip Richards said he saw no reason to form 
the opinion that the woman had lied.

Council row 
over state of 
town’s toilets 


A ROW broke out at 
the last meeting of 
Bridgend Town 
Council over the 
alleged state of pub¬ 
lic toilets in the town. 

Coun Hadyn Morgan 
told members that he had 
inspected the toilets at 
Cheapside one Sunday 
morning recently. 

“The mess in one of the 
cubicles was disgusting,” 
he said. “There was excre¬ 
ment over the walls. This 
was about Ham on a 
Sunday morning and it 
was beyond a joke.” 

However, Coun David 
Unwin said that, in 
defence of BCBC’s clean¬ 
ers, these toilets were 
inspected eveiy hour, as 
were aU the toilets in 
town. 

“Whenever I have used 
these toilets, I have never 
found them to be in that 
state. It may have been a 
one-off,” he said. 

“The staff who look 
after the pubhc conven¬ 
iences do an exemplary 
job. It’s very unfortunate 
that the councillor has 


made these remarks.” 

However, Coun Morgan 
stood by his comments: “I 
reported what I saw on that 
Sunday morning.” 

Coun Unwin said that 
the toilets were opened at 
10am on Sundays and 
inspected hourly, but 
Coun Morgan said he 
could assure the council 
that the mess he saw 
would have been there 
long before the toilets 
were opened. 

Coun Unwin said that 
Coun Morgan was not 
painting a tme picture of 
the usual situation. 

“We do not want it to 
go out from this meeting 
that Bridgend is a filthy 
mess. It is not.” 

Coun Morgan said that 
he was not suggesting 
that. “I went to the toilets 
to have a look and that’s 
what I saw.” 

The council did not 
decide to take any further 
action. 


Saturday club puts 
Rhodri on road to 
an apprenticeship 



WHEN Rhodri 
George was a year- 
10 pupil at 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive 
School, he already 
knew he wanted a 
career in engineer¬ 
ing, but was keen to 
get some practical 
experience. 

After speaking to his 
school-based careers 
adviser, Rhodri applied 
to take part in a series of 
engineering ‘Saturday 
Clubs’, to help him gain 
the experience he want¬ 
ed. 

Held in association 
with Bridgend-based 
training company, 
Control2K, the Ford- 
Control2K Automotive 
Saturday Clubs give 
year-10 pupils in the 
Cardiff and Vale areas 
the chance to gain hands- 
on experience in the 
electronics and mechani¬ 
cal engineering sectors. 

Rhodri said: “My 
school careers adviser 
suggested the Saturday 
Club might be a good 
chance for me to get 


some experience in engi¬ 
neering, and helped me 
with my application 
forms for the selection 
process. I was accepted 
and spent 12 weeks tri¬ 
alling a range of different 
aspects of engineering 
and electronics. 

“The Saturday Clubs 
are free of charge and 
gave me a unique chance 
of having some real day- 
to-day experience in the 
career I’d chosen.” 

Rhodri then went on 
to successfully complete 
his GCSEs in year-11, 
and began applying for 
engineering apprentice¬ 
ships across south Wales. 


He said: “I sent out as 
many applications as I 
could, and I included my 
experience and the skills 
I had gained at the 
Saturday Club in all my 
applications. 

“In the end, I was 
offered three places, and 
I decide to take up an 
apprenticeship position 
at the Royal Mint in 
Llantrisant. 

“It’s a four-year 
apprenticeship, and dur¬ 
ing that time I’ll have the 
opportunity to experi¬ 
ence all the different 
areas of the business, as 
well as studying at col¬ 
lege.” 


Bridgend allotment 
holders’ complaint 
over lack of security 


ALLOTMENT 
holders at Great 
Western Avenue 
have raised griev¬ 
ances with 

Bridgend Town 
Council about secu¬ 
rity. 

Plot holder Phil Rees 
contacted the council to 
say that his shed has been 
broken into, another ten¬ 
ant has had a shed win¬ 
dow broken, and the door 
has been forced on a fur¬ 
ther shed. 

He said that last sum¬ 
mer, six or seven sheds 
were burgled and there 
was another incident in 
2004. 

He added that there 
have now been three sep¬ 
arate incidents at the site 
in the past six years. 

Mr Rees said that 
these issues have been 
raised with the allotment 
sub-committee but noth¬ 
ing has been done. 

“We are concerned 
about the ease of access 
afforded to non-tenants. 
Security at the gate is non 


existent. The majority of 
tenants expect the same 
degree of security as 
other plot holders on 
other BTC allotment 
sites. 

“We pay a similar rent 
and sign the same con¬ 
tracts. The council 
should provide the same 
level of security at all its 
sites.” 

He suggested that a 
tall pallisade-style gate, 
which could be locked, 
was needed to deter 
opportunist intruders. 

Coun David Unwin 
said that there was obvi¬ 
ously a problem with 
security at the site, but 
there did not seem to be 
feed-back between the 
council and the tenants. 

“We should get the 
allotment sub committee 
to look at this issue in 
depth and recommend 
some action one way or 
the other. 

“It is not buck passing. 
We must consider this 
complaint very serious¬ 
ly” 

Coun Maisie 


Williams, who chairs the 
sub committee, recalled 
that issues have been 
raised at a previous meet¬ 
ing about the possibility 
of having a gate but it 
was felt then that this was 
too costly. 

“The feeling was that 
the money could be bet¬ 
ter spent in other ways, 
but it can be raised 
again.” 

Coun Unwin said that 
it should be made clear to 
the sub-committee that 
they should not look at it 
purely from the financial 
point of view. 

“They should deter¬ 
mine what the strategy 
should be to improve 
security and get it costed. 
If it is desirable, the 
council will then decide 
if that money can be 
spent.” 

Coun Unwin added 
that the sub committee 
should find out what the 
views were of the major¬ 
ity of plot holders and 
find out what they would 
like to happen. 


COUNCILLORS TO TALK 
ABOUT TOWN CENTRE 


BRIDGEND town centre man¬ 
ager Rhiannon Kingsley has 
met members of the town 
council to give her opinion on 
the town centre and how it can 
be improved. 

She said that it was important to 
provide people coming into Bridgend 
with more than just shopping - cultur¬ 
al and leisure facilities should also be 
available. 

She said that the Recreation Centre 
scheme to provide a new library and 


art gallery was an important factor. 

Ms Kingsley stated that there were 
problems in Bridgend including car 
parking, a lack of identity, lack of 
event space and the lack of a “heart” 
in the town. 

She pointed out that car parking 
costs were critical to the survival of 
the town and strategies were needed 
to encourage shoppers and retain 
them.

‘Don’t feed pigeons’ 

- COUNCILLOR PLEADS 


AN unfortunate 
incident involving 
pigeons which 
occurred while he 
was a toddler, has 
left Bridgend town 
council leader 
David Unwin with 
an abiding hatred of 
the bird. 

He told councillors 
that he had been attacked 
by them in Trafalgar 
Square because he had 
food, and he was fully in 
sympathy with former 
London mayor Ken 
Livingstone who had 
waged a vendetta against 
the pigeons at that loca¬ 
tion. 

Coun Unwin said that 
the best way to get rid of 
them from Bridgend 
town centre was for peo¬ 
ple not to feed them. 

“I would plead with 
this tiny minority not to 
put food out,” he said. 


“People are chucking 
food by the Job Centre in 
Market Street which 
encourages them to con¬ 
gregate in that area. They 
flock there and roost on 
the roof of the Job Centre 
and the old Tesco’s.” 

Coun Unwin said that 
when the council had its 
demonstration on the 
gum busting machine, 
the biggest problem was 
not cleaning up the 
grease stains from the 
pavement, but the pigeon 
droppings throughout the 
town. 

“It took the machine 
operator three or four 
goes to get this up. It is a 
noxious substance. We 
have spent all this money 
on regeneration, but this 
is being undermined by 
well-meaning people 
feeding the pigeons. 

“They are scavengers 
- they will find their own 
food and do not need it 
chucked at them.” 


He argued that if the 
town council was going 
to pay for extra cleaning 
hours in the town centre, 
he did not want staff hav¬ 
ing to spend time clean¬ 
ing up pigeon mess. 

He said that the town 
council should write to 
the environmental health 
department asking them 
to take action to eradicate 
this problem. 

He added: “I am a 
member of the RSPB and 
I love birds - but not 
pigeons.” 

Coun Bob Burns said 
that the Princess of Wales 
Hospital had brought in a 
kestrel to deter seagulls 
from roosting there, and 
he said that it may be 
possible for the borough 
council to undertake a 
joint operation with the 
hospital to hire the 
kestrel to deter the 
pigeons as well. 

The issue will be 
explored.

Local man escapes prison

A MAN who carried out an attack which 
involved a glass has escaped prison at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Christopher Parry, 22, unemployed of Maesteg, 
admitted a charge of wounding Lee McLeod. 

He was sentenced to a community order for two 
years involving a supervision order for two years 
and directed to pay the victim £200 compensation. 

Recorder David Aubrey QC said Parry had struck 
out without justification when holding a glass which 
shattered.

General Picton 
plans rejected 

THE owner of an old Porthcawl pub is 
hopeful that his redevelopment scheme for 
the site will be approved. 

Estate agent David Deere of Deere Investments said 
that he submitted plans to demolish the General Picton 
in New Road, which has been closed for some time, 
and replace it with three town houses. 

However, the scheme was rejected by Bridgend 
planners because the Environment Agency said that 
the building was in an area designated as a flood risk 
from the sea. 

But Mr Deere said that, in that case, all the existing 
houses in New Road and that part of Porthcawl were 
at risk, as well as the hundreds of new homes, shops 
and other premises, being proposed under the 
Porthcawl Regeneration plan. 

The plan includes proposals for developing the for¬ 
mer Sandy Bay caravan park and Salt Lake car park. 

Mr Deere said that he was now in discussion with 
the planners with a view to either re-submitting the 
application. 

He said: “I understand that the regeneration strategy 
also includes plans for increased sea defences along 
Sandy Bay which will protect the area. 

“These defences will not only protect the new hous¬ 
es being proposed but also existing homes in the area, 
which will be a relief to householders in the town. 

“Without those sea defences, the whole area would 
be blighted.”

THE roads through 
the Ogmore Valley 
should be safer this 
summer, after a suc¬ 
cessful policing 
operation which 
was run by the 
Ogmore Valley 
Neighbourhood 
Policing Team. 

Operation Cherub set 
out to address and tackle 
the issues of motorists 
who drive too fast 
throughout the Ogmore 
Valley and to raise the 
subject of road safety 
awareness with local 
young people and other 
members of the commu¬ 
nity. 

The operation has been 
run throughout the past 
month by the local neigh¬ 
bourhood policing team, 
following reports 

received from residents 
and councillors during 
PACT meetings, surger¬ 
ies and community coun¬ 
cil meetings 

Local residents’ great¬ 
est concern was the safe¬ 
ty of pedestrians and 
other road users in the 
Ogmore Valley where 
many motorists were 
travelling in excess of the 
30mph speed limit. 

During the March 
PACT meeting in 
Blackmill,, speeding and 
road safety awareness 
was agreed as a PACT 


priority. In response to 
this, PCSO Gemma 
Matthews, the local offi¬ 
cer for the Blackmill 
ward, analysed the issues 
of speeding throughout 
the valley and devised 
Operation Cherub. 

PCSO Matthews said: 
“Over a two-day period 
the police team visited 
both Nantymoel and 
Ogmore Vale Primary 
Schools. 

Pupils from years 5-6 
took part in an exercise 
using the hand-held 
speed camera to record 
vehicles travelling in 
excess of 30 mph along 
Aber Road in Nantymoel 
and Bethania Row in 
Ogmore Vale. 

“They spoke to speed¬ 
ing motorists and deliv¬ 
ered a powerful message 


to all who were stopped. 

“The message read out 
by the school pupils was 
hard hitting - and we 
believe it is an effective 
approach to highlighting 
to motorists the dangers 
of speeding.” 

Neighbourhood beat 
manager PC Gemma 
Tibbott of the Ogmore 
Valley neighbourhood 
policing team added: 

“Operation Cherub 
was a great success, 
which led to the team 
using the speed camera 
throughout the Ogmore 
Valley. 

“A total of 430 motor 
vehicles were recorded 
and 15 motorists were 
issued with written warn¬ 
ings for speeding. 

“The Ogmore Valley 
NPT worked closely with 


the automatic number 
plate recognition team, 
which in turn led to the 
arrest and charge of a 
male motorist for the 
offence of driving while 
disqualified. 

“Several vehicles were 
seized from motorists for 
driving without insur¬ 
ance. 

“We have had such a 
positive response from 
the local community that 
the team will continue to 
hold speeding operations 
in the future to tackle the 
issues of speeding within 
the valley. 

“We will share our 
information and figures 
with the local council and 
work in partnership to 
continue to tackle the 
matter,” PC Tibbott 
added. 


Digging the dirt (in the 

best possible taste) at Pyle! 



LOCAL residents in 
Pyle have sharpened 
their spades, washed 
off their wellies, and 
started digging on a 
resurrected allot¬ 
ment site off Beach 
Road. 

This time last year, the 
site was severely over¬ 
grown and filled with 
decades of waste - chem¬ 
ical containers, mattress¬ 
es, computers... even a 
whole spa bath. Valleys to 
Coast Housing called on 
the help of “Tidy Towns” 
- a partnership between 
Keep Wales Tidy and 
BCBC street scene. 

The scale of the prob¬ 
lem became clear as they 
moved through the site, 
removing around 1,000 
tonnes of rubbish and fly- 
tipped material. And, 
Tidy Towns didn’t just 
send it to landfill - the 
green waste was shredded 
and all the rubbish sepa¬ 
rated into plastics, metal 
and wood for re-cychng. 

Local residents had 
already formed an allot¬ 
ment group by the time 
the site was cleared, and 
hand-picked broken bot¬ 
tles, plastic and metal in 
their free time. 

The project was almost 
sunk when soil testing 
revealed contamination 
with heavy metals and 
fuel oils. Years of dump¬ 
ing had taken their toll. 


The decision was taken 
to import tonnes of topsoil 
to allow the allotments to 
go ahead - the alternative 
was to watch the area shp 
back into a dumping 
ground. 

The new allotment 
holders were lined up 
ready with their seeds and 
spades as soon as the last 
load of soil was tipped, 
and green shoots are 
already coming up. 

Rachel Morton, of V2C 
Community Regeneration 
said: “The locals were 
pushing us to finish in 
time for this growing sea¬ 
son, and it was their 
enthusiasm which kept us 


going. They didn’t sit 
back waiting for things to 
be done - they got out 
themselves and cleared 
and worked the site.” 

An opening ceremony 
was held on the evening 
of April 22, which was 
well attended by all the 
groups involved in the 
work of bringing the allot¬ 
ments back into use. 

Mrs Gillian Grabham, 
the first resident to put her 
name on the list for an 
allotment, agreed to turn 
the initial ceremonial 
forkful of soil. 

Councillors Clive 
James, Allan Jones and 
Megan Inglesant came 


along to offer their sup¬ 
port. Mr. James said: “A 
huge amount of work has 
been done for the commu¬ 
nity, and an excellent 
facility now exists for the 
use of residents”. 

Members of the 
National Society of 
Allotment and Leisure 
Gardeners distributed 
‘goody bags’ of useful lit¬ 
erature to the new garden¬ 
ers, and free seeds were 
available to all. (Donated 
by V2C.) 

Bridgend County 
Allotment Association 
will now take over the 
management of the site, 
the 11th in the association.

The council commis¬ 
sions an independent 


public opinion survey 
every two years to find 
out residents’ opinion of 
its services. The results 
help inform service plan¬ 
ning and, in particular, 
the results help council 
departments pinpoint any 
problem areas. 

Coun Gordon Kemp, 
Leader of the council 
commented: “The survey 
findings are extremely 
positive and it’s reassur¬ 
ing to see that the major¬ 
ity of Vale residents are 
happy with the services 
we provide. 

“The council provides 
hundreds of services and 
comes into contact with 
thousands of customers. 
Of course, at times there 
can be problems and it is 
impossible for any coun¬ 
cil to please everyone all 
of the time.

93 per cent two years 
ago. 

There has been a fall 
in the percentage of 
respondents saying that 
the Vale is a safe place to 
live at 81 per cent, down 
from 86 per cent two 
years ago. The survey 
offered insights such as 
the 43 per cent of respon¬ 
dents who never use pub¬ 
lic transport. 

Satisfaction with 
waste management and 
cleansing overall was 94 
per cent (compared with 
95 per cent in 2007). 
Satisfaction with high¬ 
ways is still high at 93 
per cent, but down from 
97 per cent.

Council’s free checks to 
rectify electrical faults 


THE Vale Council’s 
trading standards 
and housing depart¬ 
ments have been 
conducting free 
safety checks on res¬ 
idents’ personal 
portable electrical 
appliances. 

By obtaining external 
funding from the 
Electrical Safety 

Council, the teams were 
able to visit a number of 
council-owned venues 
over five days to test, 
repair and, if necessary, 
remove items. 

The teams visited resi¬

Court in Barry. 

More than 280 items 
were tested and of these, 
30 per cent were deemed 
to be unsafe. Minor

Kate Palmer of the 
Vale’s trading standards 
team said: “This high¬ 
lights the large number of 
potentially hazardous 
electrical items that peo¬

It is essential to 
check your electrical 
items for signs of wear or 
damage and replace 
when appropriate. This 
survey has made the resi¬ 
dents of the sheltered 
housing schemes safer in 
their homes.”

clear, balanced decisions. Breaking up is hard 
enough without the additional confusion 
about who should live where and battles 
over the toaster. Living Together 
Agreements allow separating couples to 
move on as swiftly and smoothly as possible. 
We’re not married - 
am I entitled to anything? 

The short answer is, unless you have 
invested financially or made provision in a 
Living Together Agreement, generally no. 
The common law spouse is a myth, regard¬ 
less of how long you and your partner have 
lived together. 

Normally the most significant asset is the 
house. The starting point is always to con¬ 
sider whose names are on the deeds to the 
property. There are some circumstances 
which may allow you to claim an interest in 
your former partner’s home but this is a

What if I die? 

Even if you and your partner have lived 
together for years, if you die without having 
made a will your property will be more 
likely to be inherited by your parents or 
siblings than by your partner, unless there is 
a court battle. 

If you are separating now, and did not 
enter into a Living Together Agreement at 
the start of the relationship, there may still 
be ways to come to an agreement about 
who gets what, but it’s important to make 
this official in a Separation Agreement.

C OWBRIDGE Fire Station 
is holding an ‘Open Day’ 
on Saturday, May 8, from 
10am to 4pm. 

The station will be giving the public the chance 
to learn about the many services which it offers, 
and giving prospective firefighters, interested in 
joining the new retained duty system, an 
idea of what is involved. 

The station is managed by Simon 
Brown, who has worked for 1 
South Wales Fire and Rescue ^ 

Service for 18 years, and each [ 
year the crews answer around 
300 emergency calls. 

Emergencies range from 
grass and forestry fires, 
road traffic collisions, 
flooding, and chemical 
incidents, to building and 
house fires. 

There are currently 16 
firefighters working on the 
retained duty system (RDS), 
at Cowbridge Fire Station 
which means that firefighters 
living and working in the local 
area will respond to emergency 
incidents via an alerter. 

Some of the firefighters currently 
working under the retained duty system at 
Cowbridge include Dai Thomas, a carpenter, 
Lianne Carke, a student and athlete, Amanda 
Kinman, a beauty therapist, Owain Lewis, a sales 
and service manager at a bank in Cowbridge, Paul 
Hammlett, a community psychiatric nurse, Nigel 



James, a material handler for British Airways, 
and Charles Storey, a managing director. 

The Cowbridge community fire safety officer 
Paul Hemmings told The GEM that local people 
should be aware of the many services the station 
offers. 

“We provide people with free home safety 
checks and alarms. For people who are hard of 
hearing we can offer an alarm with a flashing 
light and a vibrating pad under the pil¬ 
low. 

“In domestic terms, one of our 
greatest worries is people using 
chip pans which should be 
replaced by deep fat fryers. 

“During a home visit we 
go through kitchen safety, 
electrical safety, the dangers 
of smoking, candles and 
open fires, and advice in 
terms of a night time 
checking routine and 
escape plans. 

“Another thing we stress 
is the importance of keeping 
an eye out for elderly or 
vulnerable neighbours.” 

Paul works with district 
nurses and local organisations, 
such as the Altzheimer’s group, to 
identify people who may need par¬ 
ticular safety advice. 

Another role that Cowbridge Fire Station 
take on is visiting local schools to advise pupils 
on the dangers of fire and road safety issues. 

The open day is a chance for people to learn 
more about how it operates, and firefighters are 
promising some drills to keep people entertained.

However, it was Joan Williams’s 
12-year-old Galtee View which 
jumped the last just in front and who 
went on to win by two lengths from 
Kings Euro, with Esters Boy a short 
head away in third place. 

Galtee View, a 12-1 outsider, and 
his young rider, returned to the unsad¬ 
dling enclosure to the loudest cheers 
of the day. Joseph’s mother and father 
both rode winners between-the-flags. 
Unfortunately, Joseph, who was 
chalking-up his second winner (his 


first had been on Galtee View earlier 
this season) was soon brought back 
down to earth when in the very next 
race he took a first fence fall from 
Power King ! 

Pembrokeshire riders Nathan 
Deakin and John Mathias both rode 
doubles. 

Nathan (17), who was riding his 
first ever double, won with Grey Kid 
(novice riders) and Hocinail (young 
horse maiden), and John won with 
Balearic Star (confined) and Its 
Danny Boy (restricted). Mathias, who 
brought his seasonal tally of wins to 
25, was full of praise for the organis¬ 
ers “for watering the course and mak¬ 
ing it safe”. 

Grey Kid, who was landing a three- 
timer, made most of the running to 
win by 12 lengths from Twilight 
Dancer, who was finishing in the run¬ 
ner-up’s spot for the seventh time in 
its last 10 races, and Hockinail won 
by 20 lengths from Tachbury. 

The French-bred Hocinail gave 
former National Hunt jockey Paul 
Goldsworthy his first win as an 
owner/trainer. 

Dewi Lewis’s Balearic Star won by 
three parts of a length from Micks 
Prospect after leading two out and Its 
Danny Boy, owned and trained by 
David Brace, jumped the last in front 
to score by five lengths from the 
favourite Erenchfurze Lad. 

In a match for the members’ race, 
David Davies’s West Bay, confidently 
ridden by David Prichard (18), out- 
jumped the long-odds-on Oscarwood 
to win by a distance. 

The fastest winner of the day was 
Isle Of Inishmore who, under Tom 
David, came home an eight lengths 
winner of the aged maiden. Owned by 
Somerset farmers Jeff and Rachel 
Frost, and trained locally by Abbi 
Vaughan, this seven-year-old bay 
gelding won by eight lengths from 
Nosier.

Child neglect: mum was drunk 


TWO young children had to help their 
drunken mother home after she had con¬ 
sumed nearly a bottle of wine, Cardiff 
Crown Court has been told. 

The boy and girl had found their mother “really 
drunk” and were frightened because she kept falling 
on the way to their house, said prosecutor David 
Thomas. 

The woman had been convicted by Vale magis¬ 
trates of two charges of child neglect and had been 
committed to Cardiff Crown Court for sentence. 

Mr Thomas said that on January 24, at about 
8pm, the police went to the children’s home because 
of concern for them. 

Both said their mother had been drinking and 
both were very distressed, and the police were told 
that she had been verbally abusive and told them 
she hated them. 

The two were immediately taken to a place of 
safety and she was arrested. 

The children said they had got her home with dif¬ 
ficulty and eventually got her to bed. One of them 
said he could not “put up with any more”. 

The woman admitted being drunk after drinking 
white wine, adding that her neglect was “an error of 
judgement”. 

She was said to have two previous convictions 
for child neglect. 

Sentence was adjourned until May 12 for a fur¬ 
ther social services report. She was granted bail. 

Recorder Elwen Evans said the view of the social 
services might have an impact on the approach 
towards sentencing. 

“At the forefront of the mind of the court is the 
welfare of the children,” she said. 

Custody, she pointed out, was a possibility. 

Pontycymer dealer jailed 

A PONTYCYMER drugs dealer has 
been jailed for four years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Dwain Joyce, 27, admitted 10 charges involving 
supplying amphetamine, possessing cocaine, and 
possessing amphetamine with intent to supply. 

Recorder Elwen Evans said: “These are, of 
course, serious offences.” 


She described amphetamine as “a very nasty 
drug indeed” and added: “It is accepted that you 
must receive a very significant term of imprison¬ 
ment.” 

He was said to have previous convictions for 
causing grievous bodily harm, burglary, and pos¬ 
sessing drugs with intent to supply. 

Prosecutor Richard Evans said that on January 
15, drugs squad officers searched the home of Joyce 
and found a quantity of drugs, a set of scales, cut¬ 
ting agents, and a spoon containing a mixture of 
cocaine and amphetamine. 

Joyce was found at the home of his girlfriend 
where he had amphetamine on him. 

He was arrested and admitted using drugs and 
supplying them. 

Mr Evans said he was released on bail, but a 
week later he was stopped in a car in King Edward 
Street, Blaengarw, and had on him cocaine and 
amphetamine worth £350. 

Mr Evans said: “He is a regular, fairly low-level 
local supplier.” 

His counsel, Andrew Taylor, said he began drugs 
dealing when he started taMng drugs hinself. 

He said huge quantities were not involved, his 
life-style was not extravagant, he supplied only to 
people he knew, and did not go out corrupting 
youngsters. 

He pointed out that Joyce was not unintelligent 
and not without ambition. 

Case adjourned 
A FORMER auxiliary nurse has 
appeared at Cardiff Crown Court 
accused of spiking a teenage girl’s drink 
with intent to have sex. 

Michael Andresen (37) of Barry, pleaded guilty 
to a charge of administering a substance with intent 
to engage in sexual activity with a teenage girl. 

He also admitted six further charges involving 
making indecent photographs of a child, possessing 
indecent photographs of a child, and possessing 
extreme pornographic images. 

The case was adjourned for a week and 
Andresen, who had been on bail, was remanded in 
custody.

T he last few 
years haven’t 
been perhaps 
as kind to Steve 
Carrell as you 
would have hoped. 

While he has main¬ 
tained quality levels on 
television with his role 
as Michael Scott in 
American TV’s version 
of The Ojfice, Carrell’s 
big screen career, burn¬ 
ing so brightly after the 
likes of Anchorman and 
The Forty Year Old 
Virgin, has become 
something more resem¬ 
bling dying embers. 

Neither Evan 
Almighty, Dan in Real 
Life nor Get Smart lit up 
box offices, and much 


like sometime cohort 
Will Ferrell, Carrell is 
seemingly at the cross¬ 
roads career-wise. 

His latest film sees 
him stick to the comedy, 
as he co-stars with Tina 
Fey in Date Night. 
Carrell and Fey play 
Phil and Claire Foster, a 
married couple whose 
only concession to each 
other amidst work and 
children is their weekly 
date night. However, 
when their friends 
reveal that they are 
splitting up, the pair 
decide to push the boat 
out for their weekly 
night and go to an 
upmarket New York 
restaurant. 

But their night goes 


far from planned when a 
table reservation mix-up 
and a case of mistaken 
identity puts them in the 
sights of two corrupt 
police officers 
(Common and Jimmi 
Simpson) and a mob 
boss (Ray Liotta) intent 
on hunting the couple 
down... 

Despite Steve 
Carrell’s run of poor 
form of late, the actor is 
still a fine comedian 
and, teamed with Tina 
Fey, whose comedy 
writing ability is second 
to none, meant that 
Date Night had the pos¬ 
sibility of being more 
than the middle-of-the- 
road comedy suggested 
on the tin. 


This is partly true, for 
while Date Night runs 
the gamut of being a 
comedy veering ever so 
slightly cartoon-like, the 
presence and perform¬ 
ances from Carrell and 
Fey, plus a few superb 
cameos, make it one 
that has more than its 
fair share of moments. 

The main attraction 
for the film is the 
opportunity to see both 
Carrell and Fey working 
their comedy muscles, 
and the pairing pays 
huge dividends. 

While both perform¬ 
ers offer up very funny 
turns, they also ground 
their characters in the 
reality of the situation 
they are in. 


Beaten down from 
long hours at work and 
the stresses of family, 
they are a couple whose 
only salvation from the 
grind is the opportunity 
to spend time with each 
other, no matter how 
staid that time is, and 
both actors bring the 
characters to life well, 
capturing the easy 
chemistry, yet with a 
slight undercurrent of 
resentment, you would 
expect from such a cou¬ 
ple. 

But neither actor is 
aiming for the Oscars 
with their performance, 
and it is the comedy that 
stands out more than 
anything. With both 
having improvisation 


backgrounds, they 
seemingly relish being 
given the opportunity to 
be let off the leash a lit¬ 
tle and it comes across 
in their turns. 

While the material is 
a touch on the safer side 
(see the credits for some 
of the more ‘out-there’, 
yet funnier, quips from 
the two of them) they 
deliver them with 
enough relish that you 
can’t help but be enter¬ 
tained. 

Fey’s is the more 
impressive of the two, 
purely by product of her 
lower profile in compar¬ 
ison to her co-star. It is 
a game turn by the 
actress, one that hope¬ 
fully will raise her pro¬ 


file and draw audiences 
in to watch her sitcom, 
30 Rock, which is seem¬ 
ingly sadly neglected on 
these shores. 

While the film pretty 
much rests on the shoul¬ 
ders of its leads, the 
support turns, while 
none of them substan¬ 
tial, all add to the come¬ 
dy on show, particularly 
Mark Wahlberg’s turn as 
a security expert the 
couple turn to for help. 

With an aversion to 
wearing a shirt, 
Wahlberg shows a light¬ 
ness of touch and a taste 
for the comedic that 
bodes well for his team- 
up with Will Ferrell, 

The Other Guys, later in 
the year. In fact, 
Wahlberg is better here 
in his 10 minutes or so 
of screentime than he 
was in Max Payne and 
The Happening com¬ 
bined; food for thought 
for the actor. 

With Common and 
Jimmi Simpson playing 
the dirty cops to type, 
William Fichtner is 
good value as a District 
Attorney with a broom 
to, literally, sweep the 
crime from the streets, 
Ray Liotta, once you 
get over how old he 
looks, plays the stereo¬ 
typical mob boss well, 
while a one-scene 
cameo from Mila Kunis 
and James Franco 
shows the latter’s 
comedic abilities off 
superbly well. 

The script from Josh 
Klausner (Shrek The 
Third) takes a somewhat 
hackneyed premise, but 
puts it through fresh 
eyes (anyone who has 
seen Martin Scorsese’s 
After Hours will feel on 
familiar ground), while 
similarly giving the per¬ 
formers enough frame¬ 
work to work with. 

The story may lack 
any real hint of surprise 
or originality, but it 
doesn’t labour too much 
on the details; the story 
is there to service the 
comedy, not the other 
way round. 

The weakest link in 
the chain is the direc¬ 
tion from Shawn Levy. 
Hollywood has pro¬ 
duced plenty of what 
you could term ‘style¬ 
less’ directors over the 
years - Brett Ratner 
{Rush Hour) is one 
name that springs to 
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mind - where their style 
is anonymous and they 
are little more than a 
safe pair of hands to 
deal with big money 
films, offering little in 
the way of flair or style. 

Levy is another of 
these directors, and 
despite having helmed 
the likes of the Night At 
The Museum franchise 
and The Pink Panther 
remake (no excuses 
there I’m afraid), there 
is still no signature to 
his work. Certainly he 
marshals a couple of 
funny set-pieces, one 
involving the slowest 
boat escape ever on 
film, another involving 
a taxi being stuck to tfc 
front of a speeding car, 
but Levy offers nothing 
special or notable. 

You could argue that 
sums up Date Night to a 
degree; there is little 
originality or flair to 
proceedings. But that 
would do a disservice to 
the comedy stylings of 
Steve Carrell and Tina 
Fey, who lift the materi¬ 
al, and subsequently the 
film, beyond its level; 
the pair deserve the 
plaudits for making this 
Date Night one to 
remember. 

VERDICT-A run- 
of-the-mill comedy that 
is enlivened consider¬ 
ably by the turns of 
Steve Carrell and Tina 
Fey, Date Night is a 
film well worth watch¬ 
ing mainly for their per¬ 
formances. 

Bringing their 
comedic sensibilities to 
a film which, without 
them, would feel bland 
and uninspiring, the pair 
are the highlight of the 
piece and make it well 
worth your time.

LOCAL pupils and schools will take encourage¬ 
ment from performances at the first track and 
field fixture of the summer term - the Cardiff 
and the Vale of Glamorgan Schools’ Senior Cup 
Final. 

The event, traditionally the season opener, pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for pupils in years 11 to 14 to 
compete in a team competition for their school or 
college and set a mark which, hopefully, might set 
them on the road for selection for the Cardiff and 
the Vale team for the Aviva Welsh Schools’ 

National championships, which, this year, will 
return to Brecon on July 3. 

In dry, sunny conditions, sadly with a headwind 
for the sprinters and hurdlers. Vale athletes won 15 
of the 26 individual events. 

Four new Cup bests were set, with three of them 
representing Vale schools or colleges. 

In the girls’ competition, Ayla Phillips, this time 
representing Barry College having moved from 
Llantwit Comprehensive, won the shot for the third 
year, with her best put of 10.29 metres, adding 10 
centimetres to the previous mark, which she set last 
year. 

A second new best came in the 1,500 metres, 
with St Cyres year-11 shaving 0.7 of a second off 
the 5:01.0 timing set in 2001 by Helen Tucker 
(Llantwit), who has, more recently, made her mark 
in the world of triathlon. 

On the boys’ side, the increasingly impressive 
Curtis Matthews, now in his final year at Barry 
Comprehensive, claimed wins in the high and long 
jump competitions and shared second place in the 
100 metres. His name will remain in the list of best 
performances for his 1.86, adding three centimetres 
to the height cleared by Simon Drane (Llanishen) 
in 2002. 

Other Vale winners were James Wiltshire (200) 
and Ben Harding (shot) from St Cyres, the Stanwell 
duo of Tom Phillips (400) and Owen Haswell 
(1,500), Ruby Miller (800) and Scott He wins 
(javelin) from Llantwit, Sian Balchin (Kings 
Monkton, javelin), Bryn Hafren year-11 Tillie 
Carter (long jump), and two Bro Morgannwg pupils 
- Lisa Williams (discus) and double winner Elinor 
Lewis (80m hurdles and triple jump).

They produced another strong team effort 
this year with mixed results, the girls retaining the 
trophy with a margin of 12 points over seconT 
placed Cardiff High, while the north Cardiff school 
extracted revenge by claiming the boys’ trophy.

Call for a clampdown 
on John Street traffic 


PARKING issues in 
Porthcawl have been 
raised with the town coun¬ 
cil by former councillor 
Mike Clarke who now 
chairs Nottage PACT. 

He said that residents had high¬ 
lighted problems including the 
one caused by people parking all 
day in the one-hour parking bays 
in upper John Street near the bus 
terminus. 

Residents had also reported 
that there are an increasing num¬ 
ber of cars accessing John Street 
before 11am who are not blue 
badge holders and who are park¬ 
ing in the street, limiting access to 
shops for people who are dis¬ 
abled. 

Mr Clarke said that non-dis¬ 
abled drivers should not be in the 
street and there was the issue of 


what would happen if an accident 
takes place involving one of these 
cars which had no right to be 
there. 

He added that there was a need 
for parking restrictions and other 
laws to be enforced in Porthcawl. 

Coun Chris Smart said it was 
good to see PACT taking such an 
interest in these matters. 

He said: “We are aware of the 
speed of traffic going down John 
Street and also the non-blue 
badge holders using it. 

“We are not a highway author¬ 
ity and a lot of this is a matter for 
the police.” 

Coun Smart said he supported 
PACT in their call for short stay 
parking in the town centre to 
encourage shoppers into town, 
and he said that the town council 
was calling for some free parking 
in the town’s car parks. 


“I want to thank him and mem¬ 
bers of PACT for this letter,” he 
said. 

“We should take this up with 
the police and I am surprised that 
it was not picked up by officers 
attending their meeting. We will 
contact the police and the high¬ 
way authority.” 

Coun David Newton Williams 
said that police were at the meet¬ 
ing and reported that they had 
booked at least 30 people for ille¬ 
gal parking in John Street after 
hours. 

“But it will do no harm to write 
and remind them of the problem. 
It is the abuse of the disabled 
stickers,” he added.
